Although details of the outbreak are at 
/present lacking, there ¢an be little doubt 
that the Baers are atthe bottom of it all, 
Yor it will be remembered that in the Boxer 
poem which our Corresponugnt sent us from 
‘Vientsin the other day occurred the words: 
“Push aside the railways”, ‘and this, ‘ap 
parrently, the tioters are proceeding to do 
ina most determined manner, If our sur 
thise proves to Le correct-then it is probable 
that the Boxgrs are marching upon Peking 
for the purpescof eaterminating the foreigners 
in that city, for it must not be forgotten that 
reports of a strong cebtre of the Society having 
been established in the Capital under the 
direct protection of the Umpress Dowager. 
have heen sent us of Jate. We trust that 
the Authorities will fully appreciate the 
‘aravity of the situation and that steps will 
he taken to prategt the foreigners in 
Peking. Should the worst happen it will 
simply be so many valuable lives sacrificed 
once ‘more to official apathy and disregard 
of unofficial warnings. ‘

The Attorney-General at yesterday's Council, 
meeting, proposed the secand reading of the 
Bill entitled an Ordinance to further amend the 
Protection of Women and Girls Ordinance, 
1897; and ta repeal two sections of the Pro.

was or is in such brothel for we purpose af 
prostitution.” The following were the obj 
and reasons of the Bill ‘The object of this 
Ordinance is to make certain amendments in 
the Ordinance relaing to the Protection of 
Women and Girls directed to be made by the 
Scerctary of State. It sevined to ime that the 
' amendments of sections 3 and 9 of Ordinance 
No. 31 of 1899, so directed to be made, could 
be effected ‘most conveniently and simply, by 
repealing (hone ‘sections altugether, and 'sub- 
lituting directly, in Ordinance 31 of 1887, 
amended sections containing tl 
desired; for sections 3 and 9 af Onlinance 
-No, 31 of 1899 were, themselves, inerely secti 
amending the Protection of Women’ and Girls 
Ordinance, 1897, and the amendment of amend: 
ing sections sometimes tends to confusion, ‘The
